It was noted that two Bhutto children are attending 
school in Cambridge, Massachusetts. A daughter, Benazir 
Bhutto resides at Elliot House, Room 1-35, Radcliffe College 
and a son Murtaza Bhutto, resides at the Moore House, Room 
11-A, Harvard University. It was requested that the children 
not be advised of the threat.
